Be gentle and loving to every Body, and flat- 


ter none; be familiar with few, be indifferent 
and equal towards every Man, be ſlow to wrath,

Condemn no Man leaſt Chriſt acquit him; nor 
nate no Man, though thou hate his Sin, yet love 
His Perſon, becauſe it is the Image of God; leaſt 


in the one thou fin, as uſurping Chriſt's Autho- 
rity, which is to judge; in the other againſt 


thine own Soul, which is not to hate thy Bro- 
ther, which for ought thou knoweſt, may be 


dear in God's Account, 


Conſider that in Heaven above there is an Ear 


which over-hears you, an Eye which over-ſees 


you, and a Book wherein all your Words and 


Deeds are carefully written; therefore ſo be- 


nave your ſelf in every Action, as if God were 
on the one Hind, and Death on the other. 5 
Conſider tha: all Authority deſcends from God, 
and our Superiours bears the Image of the Di- 


vine Authority which God imprints on them, as 


on an Image of Clay, or a Coin upon a. leſs per- 
fe& Metal, which whoſo defaces, ſhall not be 
anſwerable for the Loſs or Spoil of the Materials, 


— 
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but the defacing the King's Image; and in the 
ſame meaſure will God require it at our Hands, if 


we deſpiſe his Authority upon whomſoever he hath 
imprinted it; he that deſpiſeth you deſpſeth me. 
And Dathan and Abiram were ſaid to be gathered 
together againſt the Lord. And this was St. Paul's 
argument for our obedience, the Powers that be, 
are ordained of G. 18 

Conſider that next to the loving of God above 
all, the loving of our Neighbours as our ſelves, 
is the great Duty of à Chriſtian, as our Saviour 


teaches in that ſame place, Mat. 22. 49, 50. and 
love is ſaid ro be the fulfilling of the Law, Rom. 
13. 8, 9, 10. Nothing more becomes a Diſciple _ 
of Jeſus Chrift than to live in Love and Charity 


with all Men, doing all the good we can to o- 
thers, but doing no manner of evil to any. Read 


1 Cor. 13. this is moft frequently and ſtrictly com- 
manded in the Goſpel, and made the very Badge 
and Character of a Chriſtian, Foh. 13. 34, 35. 

This makes us moſt like our bleſſed Lord and Ma- 


ſter, who went about continually doing good, 


both to the Souls and Bodies of Men, even to 


the very worſt of Men; and to his moſt bitter 


Enemies did he ſhew great Charity and Kindneſs. 
And herein let us ſtudy to be like him to the ut- 
moſt of our Power. If we have true love for all 


Men, we ſnall then eaſily and readily perform all 
thoſe Duties which we owe to them, in the ſeve- 
ral Places and Relations wherein we ſtand; of 


which I muſt not go about to give a particular Ac- 
count. But in general, Husbands and Wives 


ought moſt entirely to love each other, and ſtudy 


to render one anothers Lives happy here, and 


their

their Souls hereafter, For if they live in Diſ- | 
cord and Wrath, they have a Hell upon Earth 
whilſt they live, and have reaſon to expect the e- 
ternal Torments of Hell when they die. Parents 
ought t6 love their Children, and take due care 
of them, both as to Soul and Body. And Chil- 
dren ought ro Honour and obey their Parents, 
and relieve them, if they ſtand in need. Maſters 
muſt be gentle and kind toward their Servant 
and Servants muſt be faithful and obedient to 
their Maſters, even to the Froward and Severe, 
Subjects muſt yield Obedience to all the lawful 
Commands of their Rulers, and patiently ſubmit 
to what puniſhment they inflict; and upon no 
pretence whatever may they rebel againſt them; SY 
for it is moſt expreily forbidden in Scripture, and * 
Damnation threatned to thote that are Guilry, | 
Rom. 13. 1, 2. and commonly Treaſon and Re- 
bellion bring nothing but Ruin and Miſery in this 
World, as well as the next. The People ought 
to eſteem and love their Miniſters, to follow their 
godly Admonitions and Examples, and afford 
them due Maintenance. In brief, we muſt care- 
fully abſtain from doing any injury to any Man, 
of What rank or condition ſoever, either in h's 
Soul or in his Body, his Eſtate and good Name; 
bur muſt be ever ready to do all manner of good 
to all Men, according to our Ability and Oppor- 
tunity. And hereby we are to ſhew, that we 
love our Neighbours as our ſelves, by dealing 5 
with all Men ſo truly and juſtly, ſo mercifully | 
and kindly, as we defire ro be dealt with our 
| ſelves. This is the great Rule of the Gofpe!, 
| Mat. 7. 12, And by this Rule ought we ro Go i 


. 


. 
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ern our ſelves in all our Carriage towards others; 
oth in buying and ſelling, and in our whole 

Converſation. This is a very plain and eaſie Rule 
to walk by, and is moſt juſt and equal, and very 


large and comprehenſive; ſo that if a Man will 


honeſtly and faithfully attend to it, he need not 


go far to ſeek for Direction how to behave him- 


ſelf in moſt caſes that may happen betwixt him 


and his Neighbour, Would I be reviled and ſlan- 
der'd, cheated and couzened, beaten and hurt, 
or any other way abuſed? If nor, then let me 


not uſe another at this rate. Would I be deſpi- 
fed and derided for my Faults, or for my Pover- 


| 8 and Mis fortune? Would I not rather in rea- 
0 


n defire to be kindly inſtructed, aſſiſted and 


relieved? Thus then let me deal with my Neigh- 
bour, and according to my power, with meek- 
neſs and true kindneſs; inſtruct the Ignorant, re 


claim the vicious and Erroneous, comfort the Sad, 


relieve the Oppreſſed, feed the Hungry, and 
cloach the Naked. Even thoſe of a mean Con- 


dition muſt be ready to help ſuch as are in a 


greater want rhan themſelves. The Man that 


lives by his Labour is not wholly excuſed from 
works of Charity, Eph. 4. 8. The Widows Mite 
is very acceptable to God; and a Cup of cold 


Water ſhall not loſe its reward. A willing cha- 
ritable Mind it is that God chiefly looks ar, and 
calls for; and this the pooreſt may have, if it be 

not their own fault. And our Charity and Kind- 

neſs is not only to be ſhewn to our Friends, but 
to our very Ekemies themſelves. We may not _ 
render Evil for Evil, but muſt ſtudy to overcome _ 

Evil by doing of Good. It another ſtrike us we 


may 
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may not ſtrike again; if he rail upon us, and re- 


vile us, we muſt not return the ſame ill Lan- 


guage; but either by ſilence, or by gentle and 
Toft anſwers endeavour to appeaſe his Wrath. 
For the Rule is not ro deal wich others as they 
deal wich me, but as I in reaſon deſire to be 
dealt with, and anothers Fault will not cxcuſe 
mine. If he do me an injury, I muſt not be 
judge in ** own Caufe, nor take upon me to re- 
venge it; but in weighty caſes may flee to the 
Magiſtrate for relief. But upon no account wnat. 
ever, may we bear any grudge or hatred in our 
Hearts againſt ay Man, though never ſo wicked, 
nor never fo much our Enemy; but we muſt pit- 
ty him, and pray for him, that God would give 
him a better Mind, If ever we hope to find 
| Mercy with God, and have our Treſpaſſes for- 
given, we muſt forgive thoſe that offend us, as 
wie learn from the Lord's Prayer, and many o- 
ther moſt plain places of Scripture, See Mat. 5. 
44, &c. Mat. 18. 21. tothe end. Rom. 12. 14.

Deſpiſe no Man's Doctrine upon the account 
of a perſonal Prejudice; but if it tend to the

for all Men, that we ſhould be glad of their Pro- 

ſperity, though we our ſelves be in Affliction; 
as on the other hand, we ought to have great 
Compaſſion for thoſe in Miſery, though we be in 


5 Proſperity.

Remember always that Duty to our Superiours 
is not an act of communicative Juſtice, bur of 
diſtributative; that is, although Kings and Pa- 


rents and ſpiritual Guides are to pay a great duty 
to their Inferiours, the duty of their ſeveral 
Charges and Government ; yet the good Govern- 


ment of a King and of Parents are actions of Re- 


ligion as they relate to God, and of Piety as 


they relate to their People and Families. And 
although we uſually call them juſt Prinees that ad- 
miniſter their Laws exactly to the People; be- 
ceauſe the Actions are in the Matter of Juſtice, 
pet in propriety of Speech; they are rather to be 
_ call'd Pious and Religious. For as he is not call'd 
2 juſt Father that Educates his Children well, bur 
pious, ſo that Prince who defends and well rules 
his People is Religious, and does that duty for 
which alone he is anſwerable to God. The Con- 
ſequence of which is this, ſo far as it concerns 
our Duty: If the Prince or Parent fail of their 
Duty, we muſt not fail of ours: For we are an- 
ſwerable to them and to God too; as being ac- 
countable to all our Superiours, and ſo are they 


to theirs: they are above us, and God is above

And as every thing is 
ſet off by its contratry, ſo here, the miſchief of 
a contentious Diſpoſition is unconceivable ; for 
nothing can be ſo innocent, nothing ſo well or 
kindly meant, bur ſuch a Man will be ſure to 
fix ſome ill Interpretation upon it; but the good 
temper will be as careful on the other Hand to 
take every thing in the beſt ſenſe it is capable 
of. For a peaceable Man is not apt to ſuſpe& 
ill of any; but the peeviſhand diſcontented are 
rackt and tormented with a thouſand jealous ' 
Whimſies, and neither are quiet themſelves, nor 
content to let other People be ſo. They are ve- 
ry liberal in ſaying what they ſhould not, and as 
backward in doing what they ſhould; diligent 
_ obſervers of their Neighbour's Duty, and ſcan» 
dalouſly negligent of their own: whereas in 
truth our Saviour's Rule ſhould always be our mea. 
fare : For no Man is fit to cenſure or correct his 
Brother, by pulling the Morte out of his Eye, till 


he have firſt exerciſed a due ſeverity upon him- 


ſelf, and be effectually reform'd, by caſting the 
Beam out of his own Eye.
